How small a part the passing 
hour plays upon the stage of life 
may be illustrated by the manner 
in which we turn aside from its 
busy moment to whatever engros- 
ses our interest in the next. Three 
weeks ago all the world was star- 
tled by the news that one of the 
most prominent men of our day 
had passed away. To-day we look 
with quiet indifference upon the 
fact that there is a new King upon 
the throne of Britain. 

But the late King’s value will 
be more fully recognized when 
the importance of his peace over- 
tures become well understood. 
India has always been a hotbed in 
which sedition has found a_ con- 
genial soil. When India was in 
ferment it was thought that if the 
name ot India was_ placed more 
prominently as an integral part, 
rather than a dependency, of the 
empire, it would tend to allay dis- 
satisfaction in the minds of native 
priaces. It was therefore decided 
to proclaim Victoria, Queen Vic- 
toria and Empress of India, etc., 
but the selfish and vain princes 
treated the intended compliment 
with contumely, and stirred their 


| followers toa larger degree of 


turmoil. The government of the 
day decided to send the then 
Prince of Wales.on a visit to India, 
The expedient far surpassed all 
their expectations. His skilful 
and successful handling of the 
dangerous situation was such that 
from that time on the Prince was 
marked for a much larger share in 
the affairs of the government. To 


his skilful diplomacy was princi- 
pally due the settlement of the 
Fashoda troubles which came near 
embroiling France and England 
in wat. Ever since the time of 
the Crimea Russia and England 
had been traditional foes ; but 
again the hand of Edward was 
tried, and again he was more than 
successful. His greatest effort 
was, however, when all Europe 
turned against Britain at the time 
of the Boer War and left her in 
what has been termed a “grand 


isolation.” He turned the isola- 
tion into prominence and the 
threatened war into a lasting 


‘‘Peace at any price, 
except that of dishonor,” was one 
of his watchwords, and he fully 
realized that the building up of 
the material and moral well-being 
of his people was a greater work 
than that of piling their bones 
upon some battlefield, wasting 
their property and weakening his 
country by war could ever be. 
When after the Fashoda affair 
a prominent French statesman 
declared that he would yet be 
known as the peacemaker of 
Europe, he knew his man.

A pupil of Goldwin Smith, a 
friend and disciple of Gladstone, 
and the son of Albert the good, he 
would have been a Cegenerate if 
he had failed to imbibe in his 
earlier years those maxims which 


made him the most popular man, 
not only in Britain, but in Europe, 
and probably America—the great- 
est diplomat of his time, a manly 
man, and a kingly King.
